With a standing room only 
crowd packing the small Wilson- 
Township Hall, trustees voted to 
approve by a narrow 3-2 vote the 
rezoning of a 40 acre parcel near

Petitioner Gil Redmer had 
asked for the zoning change so he 
could build 180 condominium 
units on the land that oversees 
Boyne City. He requested the 
change from R-1 to the R-4 zoning 
last January and because of 
delays caused by the township 
planners and others, the public 
hearing was just held last 
Tuesday.

Consumers Power Company’s 
Big Rock Point Nuclear Plant ob- 
serves its 25th anniversary this 
summer and the public is invited 
toattend the celebration. 

The celebration will take the 
form of a two-week public tour 
program at the plant August 10- 
21. The event will provide the 
public with a rare opportunity to 
go inside a working commercial 
nuclear plant and learn, first- 
hand, about its operation. 

Visitors will see many areas of 
the plant including the control 
room, the turbine generator, and 
the distinctive green contain- 
ment sphere which has been a 
Charlevoix area landmark since 
1962. Guides for the program will 
be knowledgeable Consumers 
Power Employees actively in- 
volved in operating and main- 
taining the plant or in providing 
support services from the 
utility's corporate headquarters 
in Jackson, Michigan. 

Tickets for the tours are 

available, free of charge, from the 
Charlevoix Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Petoskey Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. Visitors 
taking the tour must be at least 
10 years of age and have some 
form of identification with them. 
« Completed in 1962 at a cost of 
$27 million, Big Rock Point was 
the first commercial nuclear 
pliant built in Michigan. It is 
capable of generating 69 
megawatts of electricity, an 
amount sufficient to serve a 
community of 50,000 people. The 
plant is located four miles north 
of Charlevoix on US-81. 

Consumers Power Company, 
the principal subsidiary of CMS 
Energy Corp, is Michigan's 
largest utility serving almost six 
million,of the state’s nine million 
residents in 67 of the 68 Lower 

Peninsula counties.

Many already 
knew his name and he finds this 
familiarity to his liking. 
Americans, he believes, are 
warm, hospitable, open and 
relaxed.

Safety Certificate. 

5. Must observe Slow, No 
Wake regulations. 

6. Must not enter buoyed 
swim areas. 

7. Must not operate within 100 
feet of swim areas, docks, rafts, 
moored/drifting vessels, launch 
ramps, etc, unless at a Slow-No 
Wake speed. 

8. Vessel must be equipped 
with a fire extinguisher in good 
serviceable condition. 

These vessels are fun but they 
are not toys and must not be 
operated recklessly.

radios in co-op vehicles, our em- 
ployees in the field can report 
suspicious actions, acciden- 
ts,fires and other unusual events 
to police very quickly.” 

The calls will be relayed to the 
sheriff department or other ap- 
propriate agency by the 
cooperative dispatcher. 

Tom Hanna pointed out that 
radio-equipped co-op vehicles 
logged over 780,000 miles last 
year, mostly along back roads in 
rural areas that the co-op serves. 

“This program has as one ob- 
jective the ability to increase the 
law enforcement presence in the 
field,” said Dale Davis, Deputy 
Director of the Michigan Sheriffs’ 
Association. “With well trained, 
caring utility crews, lives can be 
saved and crime reduced.” 

Trucks participating in the 
program will display blue and 
white “Good Neighbor Watch” 
decals. Anyone needing 


emergency assistance may go to 
any one of these designated 
vehicles and ask the co-op em- 
ployee to summon police, fire, or 
an ambulance, Tom Hanna ex- 
plained. 

Before kicking-off the crime 
fighting program, co-op em- 
ployees will be briefed by the 
sheriff on what to look for and 
how to make accurate reports to 
the dispatcher. 

The Good Neighbor Watch 
program is coordinated by the 
Michigan Sheriffs’ Association, 
and the Michigan Electric 
Cooperative Association, both 
based in Lansing. Ten rural elec- 
tric cooperatives, serving over a 
third of Michigan's land area are 
participating. 

Top O’ Michigan serves 32,000 
members and maintains 5,000 
miles of line in twelve counties of 
Northwest lower Michigan.
